INDUSTRIAL TRIBUNAL (PROGED-URB) RULES 

I. These rules may be called the Industrial Tribunal (Procedure) Rules, 

1940. 

‘2 The Industrial Tribunal constituted under the Ministry of Labour Notifi- 
cation No. L, R. 2(206), dated the 13th Juno 1949, may entrust such oases re- 
ferred to it as it deems fit to one or more members for enquiry and report. 

8. The report under rule 2 shall be submitted to the Chairman of the Tribu- 
nal The Tribunal may withdraw any case referred to one or more members 
under rule 2 and transfer the same to any other member or members. 

4. The Tribunal shall after considering the report and making such further 
enquiry as it deems fit, deliver its award. 

5 For the purpose of making an enquiry under these rules, the member or 
members, as the case may be, shall have all the powers of the Tribunal under 
section 11 and the provisions of rules 14 to 21, 24, 80 and 31 shall apply to such 
enquiry as if the member or members were the Tribunal. 

6. For the avoidance of doubt it is hereby stated that in rules 2 and 8 the ex- 
pression “case or cases referred” shall include the cases referred to it by the 
appropriate Government and also any dispute brought to the notice of the Tri- 
bunal by any person in respect of any case oogniz^le by the Tribunal.
